SOUTH KOREAN AMBASSADOR THAT GOTG HAD GIVEN CAREFUL 
CONSIDERATION TO USG AND ROK REQUESTS THAT GAMBIA CO- 
SPONSOR FRIENDLY RESOLUTION ON KOREA. HOWEVER, ACCORDING
